Although Sandy left Greenwood to live in Albany, NY, more than 40 years ago, she never lost her 
love for the characters and special places of her hometown, and throughout her lifetime she made 
them come alive through her writing. 


For a decade, from the mid-1960s until the mid-1970s, she kept the world abreast of the 
happenings in her Rowe Hill neighborhood, and, in particular, at "Rocky Top," the hillside farm 
where she raised her four children, chased after wayward livestock, and, whenever she could, 
found a few minutes' peace to write. 


Later in her life, she wrote regular entries for her blog, "Pasture to Pavement," and she recently 
published a collection of those essays in her book, Salt Pork and Dandelion Greens: Growing Up 
Greenwood. A poignant, evocative, and often hilarious memoir, it immediately struck a chord 
with her many friends and relatives back home. 


Even though the characters who populate her stories are now gone, and the world moves at a 
faster pace than it did when she was growing up in Greenwood, Sandy believed that her 
hometown retained much of the essence she loved about it as a child. 


“I would like to think that the neighbors all know each other and are just as caring as they were 
when I was young," she once said. "Greenwood will always be first in my heart."

PACE Paramedic Service, a Department of Stephens Memorial Hospital is proud to be able to present you 
with a description of ambulance service for your Annual Town Report. 


In 2018, PACE responded to a total of 3785 calls, 73 of which were in in your town. Our average response 
time for the calls in Greenwood in 2018 was 13 minutes. PACE continues to stage a Paramedic Level Crew 
in our Northern District 24 hours / day, 7 days / week. We are regularly out the door and on our way to calls 
in less than one minute with a minimum of three Paramedic Level Crews on duty at all times. 


PACE continues to maintain a very close relationship with the fine group of professionals on the Greenwood 
Fire Department and enjoys being able to work and train with the Fire Fighters whenever possible. 

The Greenwood Fire Department is also a Maine EMS Licensed First Responder Service and we appreciate 
their help on calls whenever they are able to go along with us. 


PACE is always happy to visit schools, daycare facilities, organizations, and the like to talk about emergency 
care and give tours of the ambulances as part of our community outreach program. We are also more than 
willing to give tours of our station located on the Stephens Memorial Hospital Campus. We provide regular 
CPR & First Aid training here at Stephens and we are also willing to set up special classes to meet your needs. 
Please feel free to call 207-744-6126 to schedule tours and training.

2018 has been a year of important transitions for the Bethel Region Age-Friendly Community 


Initiative (AFCI). 
A Mission: To explore ways to make the community more supportive of healthy aging and to make it 
possible for people to stay in their own homes (and communities) as they age.

1. Transportation. Neighbor-to-Neighbor (N2N) Volunteer Driver Program: free medical or local non- 


medical rides for seniors (age 60 and over) in the AFCI. Since its inception in October 2017, the N2N 


program has provided 355 to its 33 clients. In collaboration with Western Maine Transportation 


Services, Community Concepts and the Maine Department of Transportation, AFCI sponsored a far- 


reaching transportation forum in Bethel. 
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' 2. Our Home Safety Project, initially funded through an AARP Community Challenge Grant 9/17 has 
continued to serve the community: 

e Adaptive toolkit: tools for home use, including kitchen helpers and aids to facilitate vision and 
manual dexterity; for sale at Brooks Bros. Hardware and from other online retailers (see catalog); 
displayed throughout the communities and at local events. 

e In cooperation with the American Red Cross, free smoke alarm installation for Greenwood, and 
Woodstock residences. 

e Home Assessments for Falls Prevention: To date, thirteen Bethel area residents have taken 
advantage of these free assessments. Bethel Family Health Center providers identify patients 
who might benefit from the program and invite them to participate. Assessments are performed 
by a local Occupational Therapist, and an assessment report is provided to the residents as part 
of a follow-up visit. 

3. Communication 

e Press releases and print items (rack card, etc.). 

e Monthly electronic newsletters sent to a mailing list of 150 AFCI friends. 

e Website: www.agefriendlybethel.org. 

. @ Directory of local services on our website and in print. 
4. Outreach 

e AFCI collaborated closely with the Mahoosuc Heart & Soul Program, sharing goals and action 
items as prioritized by local citizens. 

e AFCI became an active member of the Bethel Area Non-profit Collaborative. 

e It is hoped that the above two collaborations and others within the community will allow AFCI to 
expand its effectiveness. 

e¢ Two AFCI Board members participated in a workshop with Telstar Freshman Academy students, 
with the hope of generating inter-generational opportunities. 

5. Exercise for Seniors 
Walk the Gym (Bingham Gym, Gould Academy) in the winter. 
e Tai Chi classes. 
@ Group Swimming at the Greenwood Town Beach in the summer. 

6. Resource Directory: Guide to services and agencies available to seniors (and others), locally and 
statewide - on website and printed copies at select sites within the AFC! communities; pdf coples 
available upon request. 

7. Morning Greeting: Seniors living alone can receive a call each day from a “neighbor” to check in on 
their well-being, thereby lessening isolation, promoting safety, and encouraging new friendships. 
Clients (or family members/friends) register through a call number. 

8. Two Board members began exploring the idea of a Handy Neighbor program, with the long-term 
intent of providing simple household tasks for those over 60 who request it. 

9. Over 50 AFCI volunteers were invited to a festive celebration of our work; additional participants 
were representatives from the offices of Senator Collins and Senator King and AARP Maine. 


F  State/National 
1. AFClI has collaborated with, and served as leaders for, other AFC communities in Northern New 


England, serving in a number of webinars and other web-based and interpersonal meetings. 
2. An AFCl leader was a presenter at the AARP National Conference 11/18. 
3. AFCI engaged with representatives of the offices of Senators Collins and King and State legislators.

INDEPENDENT AUDITORS' REPORT

The supplementary information has been subjected to the 
auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly 
stated in all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements taken asa whole.

As I travel Maine, I hear from people who live in every corner of our state. I hear about their achievements, 
their successes, their work to improve their communities — I hear about the hope they have for our state. I also 
hear about our challenges, and all the work we have left to do. As I see it, that’s my job: to listen to you, act 
where I can to build on what’s good, and work on the tough parts. As 2018 comes to a close, I wanted to take 
a moment to share an update on some of the work we’re doing in Washington to lift up the accomplishments 
of Maine people and make progress on the challenges they face. 


From Portland to Presque Isle, from Milo to Camden, I hear about the pain that the opioid epidemic is 
inflicting on Maine communities. I’ve met with Maine people in recovery, family members of those 
struggling with substance use disorders, treatment providers, and law enforcement officials to learn about 
their experiences with this terrible disease, and everyone agrees that in order to fully respond to these 
problems, we need a stronger federal effort to end the opioid epidemic. Fortunately, some help is on the way — 
in October, we overwhelmingly passed a sweeping, bipartisan opioids bill. I’ve pushed hard for this type of 
legislation and was proud to have provisions I’ve advocated for included in the bill. These priorities have 
been guided by the voices of Maine people, and we’ll keep working to confront this tragic problem. 


I’ve also worked to strengthen the future of our forest economy. Maine’s forests have powered our state’s 
economy for generations, especially in our rural communities. So, when rapid shifts in the market led to the 
closure of many pulp and paper mills and biomass power plants, it required a collaborative approach to 
support future growth in this important industry. That’s why, together with the other members of the state’s 
Congressional delegation, I pushed to establish the Economic Development Assessment Team (EDAT). This 
integrated, multiagency effort aims to foster innovation and commercialization in Maine’s forest economy, 
and we’re already seeing the benefits: in recent months, several forest industry businesses have announced 
significant investments into Maine operations, and in September 2018, the Forest Opportunity Roadmap 
(FOR)/Maine released an action plan to make sure this industry, and the rural communities it supports, can 
continue to thrive for generations to come. 


As I close this letter, please allow me to express my gratitude to each of you — for your dedication to our state, — 
and to one another. It’s often said that Maine is like a big small town (with very long streets) —that’s because 
at our heart, we’re one big community. It’s not only a pleasure to serve you— it’s a pleasure to know you. 
Thank you for being the reason Maine is so special. Mary and I hope that 2019 will be a good year for you, 
your family, your community, and our great State.

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Dear Friends, 


It is an honor to represent Maine in the United States Senate. I am grateful for the trust the people of our state have placed in 
me and welcome this opportunity to share some key accomplishments from this past year. 


As Chairman of the Senate Aging Committee, I worked to help ensure the well-being of our seniors. The SeniorSafe Act I 
authored became law last year and is empowering banks, credit unions, and other financial institutions to better protect seniors 
from financial fraud. : 


Following extensive committee investigations of prescription drug pricing, additional legislation I crafted became law, ending 
the egregious practice of pharmacy “gag clauses” that prevented pharmacists from informing patients on how to pay the lowest 
possible price. 


This year, I was also successful in securing an extra $425 million for Alzheimer’s research—the largest funding increase 
ever—bringing the total to $2.34 billion. Additionally, the bipartisan BOLD Act J authored will create public health 
infrastructure to combat Alzheimer’s by promoting education, early diagnosis, and improved care management. 


More than 40 million Americans—including 178,000 Mainers—are caregivers for parents, spouses, children, and other loved 
ones with disabilities or illnesses, such as Alzheimer’s. The RAISE Family Caregivers Act I authored was signed into law last 
year, giving caregivers more resources and training to better balance the full-time job of caregiving. Another law I wrote will 
help grandparents who are raising grandchildren, largely due to the opioid addiction crisis. 


In addition to helping seniors, a major accomplishment over the past year is the increased federal investment in biomedical 
research that is leading to progress in the fight against numerous devastating diseases. Congress has boosted funding for the 
National Institutes of Health by $7 billion in just the last three years, bringing total funding to more than $39 billion. 


One of my highest priorities as Chairman of the Transportation Appropriations Subcommittee is to improve our nation’s 
crumbling infrastructure and ensure that Maine’s needs are addressed. Since the Better Utilizing Investments to Leverage 
Development (BUILD) Transportation Grants program, formerly known as TIGER, was established in 2009, I have secured 
$160 million for vital transportation projects throughout Maine. 


Congress also delivered a Farm Bill last year, which includes many important provisions that will help the agriculture industry 
in Maine and across the country. Specifically, I secured provisions that will strengthen support for young farmers, improve 
local farm-to-market efforts, and increase funding for organic research. 


Congress took decisive action to address the opioid addiction epidemic. In addition to appropriating $8.5 billion in federal 
funding last year, Congress enacted the SUPPORT for Patients and Communities Act, a comprehensive package that embraces 
the multipronged approach I have long advocated for this epidemic: prevention, treatment, recovery, and enforcement to stop 
drug trafficking. 


Maine plays a key role in ensuring a strong national defense. In 2018, Congress provided funding for five ships to be built at 
Bath Iron Works, which will help to keep our nation safe and provide our skilled shipbuilders a steady job. I also secured 
more than $162 million for infrastructure projects at Portsmouth Naval Shipyard to support their important work to overhaul 
Navy submarines. 


A Maine value that always guides me is our unsurpassed work ethic. In December 2018, I cast my 6,834" consecutive vote, 
continuing my record of never missing a roll-call vote since my Senate service began in 1997.
